Highnefs Prince Bugene in Italy, and payable to his 
Order, upon an undoubted — given by his Im- 
perial Majefty, and: the States of Silefia, for Repay- 
ment of the fame in Six’ Years, with Incereft, after 
the Rate of 8 per Cent. per Annum; The 'faid Com- 
miffioners caus’d. a Subfcription Book to be open’d 
for that Purpofe at Mercer’s-Hall in Cheapfide, on 
Thurfday laft the 7th Inftant : And his Royal High- 
nefs the Prince, the Duke of Marlborough, My Lord 
High Treafurer, the Earl of Portland, and divers o- 
thers of the Nobility, &c. having fubfcrib’d confide- 
rable Sums, there was {ub{crib’d in all laft Night a- 
bove 180000 Pounds. Her Majefty’s faid Leters 


are as follows. 


A NNE, by the Grace of God, of England, Scot- 
‘+ land, France, and Ireland, Queen, Defender of 
the Faith, &c. To all to whom thefe Prefents thall 
come, Greeting. Whereas Our Good Brother, the 
Emperor of Germany, hath fented unto Us, 
That he finds it bighly Neceflary, for the more Vigo- 
rous and Effectual carrying on the War againft the 
French King in Italy, that a confiderable Additional 
Reinfortement of Men be made: And for Enabling 
his Army to AG Vigoronfly againft the French 
Forces ; and for the Effe@tual Relief -of the Duke of 
Savoy; a Supply of:Money, not lefs then Two hun- 
dred and fifty thopfand Pounds, fhould be provided 
with all poffible Expedition, and fent to. Prince 
gene of Savoy, Genetal and Commander in Chief 
of all the Forces of Our faid Good Brother, and Our 
Allies employed in thofe Parts, And his. Imperial 
Majefty having likewife given Us to underftand, 

‘hat he is willing to give Undoubred Security for 
the faid Sum, by. Engaging his Lands, Rents and 


whatfoever, within the Province’ of Silefia, 


and alfo the Security of. the States of that Province, 
to fuch Perfons as, fhall be willing to Advance the 
faid Sum of Two hundred and fifty thowfand Pounds
